Of these three works the last named interests the Northwest. The 
book is carefully compiled, adequately indexed and shows a wealth of 
newspaper materials in possession of that Society. Turning the pages 
to the State of Washington, one finds fourteen cities represented by thirty 
papers. Oregon has seven cities listed with fifteen papers. In neither of 
thse cases are the files of papers complete, but it is evidence of wide in- 
terest that even the fragmentary sets are so well cared for. 
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
